Fun center appeal 

We at Bob’s Space Racers Inc. 
feel that “family values” are the 
key words in determining where 
the amusement business is now 
and will be in the future. Nowhere 
is this more evident than in the 
redemption fun center, where we 
are attempting to entertain and 
sell merchandise to all age 
groups. 

The renewed focus on rebuilding 
family structures and maintaining 
quality time for family activities 
puts our industry in the national 
and international spotlight. It’s an 
enviable place to be, providing we 
assume the responsibility to pro- 
vide the best experience possible. 

One of the most enjoyable 
aspects of my function as a sales 
manager is taking a phone call 
from an excited, enthusiastic, and 
totally confused entrepreneur. 
This person has a perfect location, 
great traffic flow, loves people, 
sometimes has financing or cash, 
and desperately wants to get into 
the redemption business. Where 
to start? 

Investment required, game 
selection, merchandising, ticket 
values, square footage re- 
quirements...these are all part of 
the formula. We prefer to focus on 
the end goal first, which to our 
way of thinking is overall family 
entertainment and perceived 
value. Perceived value not only 
refers to merchandise but also to 
quality time spent with the family. 

Once operators understand this 
concept, the rest of the com- 
ponents in a successful redemp- 
tion operation fall into place. They 
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begin to understand why leaving 
one or more pieces out of the mix 
can relegate them to a mediocre 
operation at best. 


Entertainers/merchandisers 

Out of all the redemption 
operators we have _ been 
associated with over the last few 
years, the most successful by far 
are the ones who: consider 
themselves entertainers and mer- 
chandisers. Their audience is the 
family group from age two up to 
grandma and grandpa. That’s 
definitely a tough house to play to 
but we never tell anyone it’s going 
to be easy. 

Once operators are committed 
to the entertainment and mer- 
chandising concept, they can con- 
centrate on specifics. My purpose 
in this article is not to dwell on 
special techniques or to outline 
operating guidelines (payouts, 
percentages, etc.), but there are 
some basic tenets that must be 
met in order for the redemption 
business to evolve into the suc- 
cessful entertainment center of 
the future. 

Basic Value: The redemption 
centers that service and prosper 
will do so by giving value to their 
customers. This value comes in 
many forms: cleanliness, attrac- 
tive decor, fair ticket payout, 
desirable and well-priced mer- 
Chandise, security, helpful and 
courteous employees, and heads- 
up management, to mention a 
few. These sound very basic, but 
many new redemption operators 
and some old video arcade 
operators do not understand the 
importance of these factors in 
their business. 

Game Selection: This is another 
critical area. Again, in striving to 
entertain the family group, a wide 
variety of games are needed to 
keep each age group interested. 
This is probably the most difficult 
for new redemption operators to 
grasp. You cannot start redemp-

STRICT ANTI-CIGARETTE LAW PASSED INN.Y... The 
New York Legislature, in the final hours of its legislative session, passed 
a law that outlaws cigarette vending machines statewide. The only ex- 
ceptions are for bars, factories, and other places where minors are 
not allowed. The law goes into effect on April 1, 1993. 


The vote, according to New York State Coin Machine Association presi- 
dent Ralph Ceraldi, was 136-0 because many legislators were afraid of 
the political consequences of voting against an anti-smoking measure. 
But lawmakers friendly to the vending industry have told Ceraldi that 
there’s a good chance amendments will be introduced next session 
to soften the law. |

out devices for machines where minors are allowed, such as diners 
and restaurants,’ he said. 


CAPCOM FILES SUIT AGAINST COIN-TECH. .. With the aid 
of Hong Kong Customs and Excise authorities, 356 illegal Street Fighter 
Il: Champion Edition boards were seized and 20 arrests were made 
in June. The same month, over 200 illegal circuit boards were seized 
from New Jersey-based Coin-lech. Capcom has filed a civil action against 
Coin-Tech in Maryland, where the counterfeit boards were confiscat- 
ed. In addition to boards, records also were seized naming American 
customers. Many of those could be facing civil or criminal action. 


LANDMARK ACTION IN TAIWAN... For the first time, the 
Taiwanese government has taken action against manufacturers and 
exporters of copied game boards. Thirty-nine raids resulted in over 
30 arrests and confiscation of over 2,000 copied boards, mostly Cap- 
com’s hottest new game, Street Fighter //: Champion Edition. 


> NORTH DAKOTA UPDATE... The North Dakota Coin Machine 


Operator’s Association convention, scheduled for September, has been 
postponed. It has been determined that intense work in governmental 
affairs in the election and pre-legislation season is worthy of the as- 
sociation’s full attention. The association will hold monthly member- 
ship workshops and meetings throughout the legislative session. In 
addition, plans are being formulated for a “Day on the Hill,” at which 
time a convention may be held.

AMOT STRIVES FOR LOTTERY... The Amusement and Music 
Operators of Texas is organizing and planning a drive for passage of 
video lottery with private enterprise participation. AMOT president A.C. 
Schwartz noted, ‘‘It is important to allow experienced amusement and 
music business owners to own and service Texas video lottery machines. 
We have an in-depth knowledge of the industry, generations of experi- 
ence, a reputation for dependable service, and systems in place to quickly 
distribute, maintain, operate, and ensure security for games 24 hours a 
day.’ AMOT’s legislative chairman, Dock Ringo of Ringo & Ball in Mineral 
Wells, Texas, estimates that locally owned and operated VLTs would 
create 30,000 new jobs in Texas. Anyone interested in more information 
can contact Ringo at PEP (Private Enterprise Please), (817) 325-1005. 


RHODE ISLAND CHOOSES VENDORS ... Recently legalized 
video poker games will be located at the Newport Jai Alai fronton and 
the Lincoln Greyhound Park by Sept. 28 if the Rhode Island Lottery 
Commission’s plans hold fast. The lottery has selected G-TECH Corp., 
which is headquartered in Rhode Island, to supply the central com- 
puter system for the estimated 1,200 games. Four gaming equipment 
manufacturers have been awarded contracts for 300 games each. Those 
companies are G-TECH, International Game Technology, Video Lot- 
tery Consultants, and WMS Gaming. After six months the commis- 
sion will vote to evaluate the performance of the games. Coinciden- 
tally, these companies also have contracts with Oregon, where a state-run 
video lottery program began this spring. Rhode Island’s law calls for 
18 percent of net game revenue to go to the contractors and 38 per- 
cent to the state. Rnode Island expects to reap $17 million in revenue. 


Fearful of video gambling effects, the Newport City Council is fight- 
ing the project with an amendment to its zoning code. 


DOCKSIDE GAMBLING COMES TO MISSISSIPPI.. . Four 
different docked. vessels now offer all-out, 24-hour gambling in Mis- 
sissippi’s Harrison County, following a referendum passed in March. 
Throngs of patrons waited in long lines as each casino opened in Au- 
gust. The Isle of Capri is located at Point Cadet and features the Dia- 
mond Lady and Emerald Lady (formerly of lowa). The President (also 
from lowa) occupies a spot at the Broadwater Beach Hotel Marina. 
The Biloxi Belle, a paddlewheel vessel built in 1985 as a restaurant, 
is in downtown Biloxi on Beach Blvd. Look for more in our October issue.

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omething happened last month 

that is very hard for me to unders- 
tand. In fact, it’s causing me quite a bit 
of frustration because it was such a 
shock. To explain what happened, and 
so you can perhaps put yourself in my 
place, picture this: 

You have long been concerned about 
your community and its reputation. 
Often you are called upon to testify or 
participate in some community event. 
You don’t mind doing it because it is, 
after all, benefiting the industry, the 
community, and your business. 

After many years of serving faithfully, 
you find out that the community is sen- 
ding out a resource package and 
everyone is mentioned except you. All 
you can think about is the time and ef- 
fort you've devoted to the cause. Would 
you be a little upset? 

That’s what happened recently with 
AMOA. We were shocked to receive our 
membership package—the directory 
and plastic thing to put on a desk—and 
also find a resource package for the in- 
dustry. It is described as ‘‘a resource 
guide for those people (inside and out- 
side of the trade) who seek general infor- 
mation about the coin machine in- 
dustry.” 

It sounded great, especially since I 
wrote an editorial about how AMOA 
should be doing this very thing. So what 
was in this package? A list of questions 
about how to get just about every 
magazine in the industry—except Play 
Meter—and 12 pages of articles from one 
other magazine. Needless to say, I was 
upset. I kept thinking about the con- 
siderable time we've spent on the phone 
trying to help people who have been 
given our number by AMOA. 

AMOA president Gene Urso (who I 
would like to say has been a wonderful 
president as well as a sincere person) 
was quite surprised. He mentioned it to 
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John Schumacher, who most of you pro- 
bably don’t know is the executive vice 
president of the association. Gene told 
me to call Mr. Schumacher and he 
would explain how such an oversight 
happened. 

Calling Mr. Schumacher was a terri- 
ble experience and I would like for 
everyone in the AMOA to know that I 
will not deal with him ever again. He ex- 
plained that his staff put forth “no effort” 
to gather the information and did not 
see any problem. In fact, he said he did 
not owe me any kind of explanation. 
Even further insulting was the fact that 
he hinted that it was done on purpose 
because of my editorial, which question- 
ed why AMOA elects to refer calls to us 
and other trade magazines instead of 
providing the information itself. 

Now you may think this sounds like 
sour grapes on my part because we were 
so blatantly omitted from the package. 
Maybe it’s a little valid, but it goes much 
deeper; I would have been upset if any of 
the trades were so brazenly overlooked. 
If an association is going to send out a 
package like this, maybe a little effort 
was called for. 

Six years ago, a very good friend and 
AMOA board member, Jim Hayes, ask- 
ed me if we would be willing to donate a 
page each month for industry issues. I 
agreed and have provided that space 
since that time—at no cost. The associa- 
tion has been free to use the page for 
what it sees as important— Washington 
Conference, National Dart Tourna- 
ment, International Flipper Pinball 
Association, etc. 

Now for Mr. Schumacher to say that 
we are not important enough to the in- 
dustry to rate a simple mention in a 
13-page resource guide is pretty 
demeaning. 

One consolation was hearing from 
operators telling us how bad they felt

about this happening. What I question 
the most is the motive and who made the 
decision. AMOA is a national associa- 
tion, representing a vital segment of this 
industry. Doesn’t it have any sort of 
responsibility to provide accurate infor- 
mation? More importantly, shouldn't 
the association have someone who is 
sensitive to calls like mine? As upset as 
I was, I pity the poor operator whois not 
familiar with AMOA and tries to find out 
about our industry from Mr. 
Schumacher. 

The entire coin-op industry is straining 
to maintain an even keel in turbulent 
times. Companies in all parts of the in- 
dustry are trying to keep their hold on 
market shares in a dwindling market. 
Play Meter has always been very close 
to operators and sense their special 
needs within the confines of the in- 
dustry. For all of those operators who 
have confided in us and called us for in- 
formation, thanks for your confidence. 
For those who called expressing their 
outrage at AMOA for the slap in the 
face, please don’t hold it against the 
association. There are operators on the 
board who truly care about this industry 
and are devoting time and effort to see- 
ing it grow and mature. I still believe 
that joining an association is crucial to 
a company’s success. 

The one in charge of the AMOA office 
is not someone who has made this in- 
dustry his life, nor is he taking part inits 
future. Since it is an election year, let me 
borrow a popular campaign slogan: 
“Maybe it’s time for a change.” L])

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N.Y. enacts anti-counterfeiting bill 


The state of New York 
has enacted a new anti- 
counterfeiting trademark 
bill. The bill has been sign- 
ed by Governor Mario 
Cuomo and is effective 
Nov. 1, 1992. 

Bill Kidwell, the 
American Amusement 
Machine Association 
(AAMA) director of en- 
forcement, explained that 
this legislation makes it a 
crime to counterfeit 
trademarks and defines 
trademark as follows: 

‘Any word, name, sym- 
bol, or device, or any com- 
bination thereof, adopted 
and used by a person to 


identify goods made by a 
person, and which dis- 
tinguishes them from 
those manufactured or 
sold by others which is in 
use and which is regis- 
tered, filed, or recorded 
under the laws of this 
state or of any other state 
or is registered in the prin- 
cipal register of the 
United States patent and 
trademark office.”’ 

This bill was put 
together by several at- 
torneys representing dif- 
ferent manufacturers. It 
was introduced to the 
New York legislature, 
passed upon, and subse- 


quently signed by the 
governor. 

In essence, the bill 
makes it a Class A misde- 
meanor to counterfeit 
any trademark for any 
purpose, for example, 
making the trademark a 
part of the product or a 
label, whereby it can be 
affixed to the product. It 
also makes trademark 
counterfeiting a second 
degree Class E felony of- 
fense when the trade- 
mark is counterfeited and 
the value of the goods ex- 
ceeds $1,000. It goes fur- 
ther to make it a first 
degree Class C felony if 


the counterfeit trade- 
mark is used or affixed to 
any goods where the 
value exceeds $100,000. 

Kidwell pointed out that 
this legislation will be 
beneficial to the coin-op 
industry on _ copied 
boards where a manufac- 
turer’s trademark is used, 
whether it be the com- 
pany name or the name of 
the game if trademarked. 
This legislation will be a 
further tool to assist the 
industry in the enforce- 
ment of counterfeit game 
boards.

Forque is modest about 
an act that strikes most of 
us as heroic.

I hope the 
kids are alright; they have 
a long life to live. I put alot 
of miles on my car every 
year and this is the first 
time I’ve seen anything 
like this. I would do it 
again, but I hope I don’t 
have to.” 

The cause of the acci- 
dent is under investiga- 
tion; only the one vehicle 
was involved. The truck 
was pulling a pop-up 
camper on atrailer at the 
time. Forque, who is bas- 
ed in Seattle, sustained 
second degree burns on 
one hand. Fellow 
employees at Merit salute 
Forque for true bravery.

contractors.” 

Because of the huge 
amount of money being 
lost, the IRS has increas- 
edits efforts to collect, ac- 
cording to employment 
expert John Fanning. His 
national payroll manage- 
ment company, Payroll 
Options Unlimited, works 


confidentially with both 
businesses and _in- 
dividuals to comply with 
the IRS’s stepped-up en- 
forcement of rules on in- 
dependent contrac- 
tor/1099 employment 
relations. 

While the government 
believes there are many 
honest independent con- 
tractors, it also believes 
there are many who are 
bending the rules. That’s 
why last year the IRS in- 
stituted a review of acom- 
pany’s 1099s as part of a 
standard business audit. 

The IRS uses 20 com- 


mon law points to deter- 
mine if an individual is an 
independent contractor 
or an employee. In most 
cases a person is con- 
sidered an employee if: 

* the person follows the 
employer’s instructions 
regarding where, when, 
and for whom to work 

* the person is trained 
by the company to per- 
form his duties in a cer- 
tain way 

* the person performs 
regular and continuous 
services for the company 

* the person’s services 
are vital to the company. 


IRS increases efforts against 1099 abusers 


A person can still be 
considered a contractor if 
he meets one or two of the 
conditions, according to 
Fanning, but if more are 
met the IRS may consider 
the person an employee 
and begin its investiga- 
tion. “If the IRS deter- 
mines there was a 
misclassified indepen- 
dent contractor relation- 
ship, it determines ap- 
propriate back taxes and 
fines, then moves on to 
the individual’s personal 
tax forms and the auto- 
matic personal audit,” 
said Fanning.

New rules for coin-op 


CCH Federal Tax Guide 
ran an article in its July 17 
issue outlining a new tax 
ruling for amusement 
machines. Here is what 
the article had to say: 
“The IRS has examined 
the arrangements made 
between business owners 
and the owners of coin- 
operated amusements 
(such as video games, pin- 
ball machines, and 
jukeboxes) and has issued 
a revenue ruling that ex- 
plains how the resulting 
income’ should _ be 
reported. The new ruling 
outlines the alternative 
steps that need to be 
taken depending on 
whether the arrangement 
is a lease of space or a 
joint venture. 

“While the IRS main- 
tains that the arrange- 
ment between a machine 
owner and a business 
owner generally is a lease 





of space, it acknowledges 
that some owners of coin- 
operated amusements 
may, in good faith, take 
the position that they are 
engaged in a joint venture 
with business owners 
who allow the machines 
to be placed on their 
premises. Under the new 
ruling, in the case of a 
lease arrangement, the 
machine owner who 
makes payments of $600 
or more to a business 
owner in connection with 
the machines should file 
Form 1099. 

“However, in the case of 
a joint venture, no Form 
1099 needs to be filed. In- 
stead, the two parties 
should file a partnership 
return on Form 1065 and 
provide each other with 
the information neces- 
sary to report the part- 
ner’s distributive share of 
taxable income.”

The United States 
District Court for the 
District of Columbia, in 
the recently decided case 
Lever Brothers Co. vs. 
United States, has enjoin- 
ed the Customs Service 
from enforcing its regula- 
tions permitting the im- 
portation of genuine gray 
market, trademarked 
goods when such goods 
differ physically from 
their U.S. counterparts. 

Briefly, Lever Brothers, 
the plaintiff and owner of 
the U.S trademarks 
Shield and Sunlight soap 
and dishwashing liquid, 
sought Customs’ aid in 
prohibiting the importa- 
tion of genuine gray 
market (parallel import) 
versions of these pro- 
ducts from the United 
Kingdom. The_ gray 
market goods in question 
had been produced by the 


owner of the trademarks 
in the United Kingdom 
but differed significantly 
from their U.S. 
counterparts. 

In particular, the U.S. 
Shield soap had a 
bacteria inhibitor and 
generated more lather 
than the imported U.K. 
product. Similarly, the 
U.S. Sunlight dish- 
washing liquid was 
designed for water witha 
lower mineral content 
than the imported U.K. 
product and, therefore, 
performed better in U.S. 
water. 

The Customs Service 
declined to prohibit the 
importation of the U.K. 
goods on the grounds that 
the goods had been pro- 
duced by an affiliate of 
the U.S. company and 
therefore were  con- 
sidered genuine goods 


Lever Brothers case closed 


under Customs regula- 
tions. The District Court 
initially denied Lever 
Brothers’ request for an 
injunction against the 
continued application of 
this affiliate exception. 

This initial denial, 
however, was reversed in 
1989 by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia, which 
directed the court to con- 
sider in greater detail the 
possible invalidity of the 
affiliate exception. 

As aresult of this recon- 
sideration, the District 
Court issued an opinion 
that has enjoined 
Customs from enforcing 
the regulation at issue. 
The Court, reversing its 
earlier decision, found 
that this regulation 
violated Section 42 of the 
Trademark Act, which 
precludes the importa- 








tion of any “article of im- 
ported merchandise 
which shall copy or 
simulate the name of any 
domestic product.”’ 

The issues raised by the 
Lever Brothers decision 
may ultimately be decid- 
ed by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. It may be several 
years before the question 
of the viability of Section 
42 as a method for pro- 
hibiting gray market im- 
ports of non-identical 
goods is finally decided. 

If this case stands and 
the government loses the 
appeal, it could impact 
video games if there are 
physical differences on 
the parallel games. 
However, it will have to 
be determined exactly 
what is meant by “physi- 
cal differences.”

Not 
necessarily in the order of impor- 
tance, our competition is: 

1. Big-name casino operations ex- 
panding out from traditional gambl- 
ing territory. New Orleans and 
Chicago are not the only cities being 
courted by these companies. State 
governments need money, plain 
and simple. Burdensome taxes raise 
a ruckus in the electorate. Look 
what a broken promise of “no new 
taxes’’ did to President Bush’s 
popularity. 

2. Indian gaming efforts all across 
the country, where compacts (man- 
dated by the federal government) 
are resulting in major gaming halls.

How do they fight us? With deep 
pockets and influence. Remember 
that lotteries are considered 
wholesome while video poker 
games are not. 

4. Home video games where ninjas 
and armored helicopter battles are 
but a fingertip away. The market is 
saturated now. Prices are coming 
down. Kids are selling old systems 
at bargain prices to make room for 


the new, and a whole set of games . 


previously unknown. While parents 
voice their objections to other 
parents, new systems and games for 
them mysteriously find a place in 
the household. We're raising a spoil- 
ed society, an instant-gratification 
group without patience—I want it all 
now! 

5. Big-screen movies. The little 
screen, TV, is agreat avenue to hype 
big-screen entries for the summer 
and holidays, providing all the gory 
details of the latest horror flick you 
wouldn’t take your 10-year-old to 
see. He can get a good smattering of 
the content on TV in prime time 
before you can grab the remote 
control. 

6. Subsequent movie rentals for 
the home. Do you remember when 
you waited for a movie to come to 
the “neighborhood” theater? Now 
for $3.50 ($1.50 on bargain day; even 
49 cents at one chain) you bring it 
home in a plastic bag and watch it 
repeatedly until your eyes glaze 
Over or you commit the dialogue to 
memory (kids are good at this). 

7. Stereo systems at home. As the 
parent of a teenage son, the prime 
action video audience, I can tell you 





that male teens are consumed by 
music. I have it on good authority (a 
friend who survived the teen years) 
that headphones don’t come off un- 
til they’re 18 years old. Home games 
are not as much of a lure for high 
school students, but record clubs 
and rock band T-shirts and 
memorabilia are high on the list of 
desirable items that eat up cash. 

8. Each other. This is good old com- 
petition, the kind we are accustom- 
ed to. Providing the best service and 
attention to customer requests is 
what matters here. It always has 
and always will. 

Item #8 is the only one on the list 
that’s a constant. It requires that 
equipment be upgraded and well 
maintained. Our audience is being 
pulled in other entertainment direc- 
tions. Games of the past will no 
longer hold the imagination of an 
audience looking to the future. 

Change is all around us. It’s time 
to circle the industry wagons and 
regroup. Look carefully at the com- 
petition on a national level and in 
your own back yard. Become 
politically aware and politically ac- 
tive. Help support the lobbying ef- 
forts of your state associations, 
knowing that our competition 
recognizes its value. Our competi- 
tion will only continue to grow, 
never shrink.

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» remier Technology, based in 

Bensenville, Ill., will celebrate 
its eighth anniversary next month, 
and as with any successful com- 
pany, it has accepted change as a 
vital element to remaining com- 
petitive in the coin-op amusement 
industry. Instead of hanging its hat 
exclusively on the Gottlieb pinball 
line, Premier has diversified and 
added redemption and video lot- 
tery/gaming equipment to its pro- 
duct mix. 

"We have a world-class 
philosophy at Premier,” said presi- 
dent Gil Pollock. “To me that 
means having a company that’s 
dedicated to its industry’s success 
throughout the world by providing 
innovative, quality products 
through efficient, effective, and 
competitive engineering, manufac- 
turing, marketing, customer ser- 
vice, and employee relations in a 
global environment.” 

This philosophy applies to the 
day-to-day managing of Premier, 
Pollock says. 

“First of all, we had to realize that 
we weren t just a pinball company, 
but acompany that had to produce 
entertainment value that could be 
utilized in a coin-op environment,” 
he said. “In our engineering 
department, our engineers were 
given a free hand over a year ago

to start developing pinball product 
that would be more competitive 
and have greater play appeal. I 
must compliment all of our 
engineers for accomplishing this 
feat, particularly Jon Norris and 
Ray Tanzer. It started with the in- 
troduction of Cactus Jack’s and 
has included all the products up to 
and including Super Mario 
Brothers. 

“Play appeal is only one aspect of 
the product. You must have quaili- 
ty and reliability. We invested a 
great deal of resources, both 
money and people, in converting to 
a CAD/CAM design system. With 
the CAD/CAM design function, we 
are able to have more consistent 


and reliable mechanisms than in 
the past—and with greater efficien- 
cy. And John Buras, the head of 
our hardware/software engineer- 
ing group, developed the most 
reliable and serviceable elec- 
tronics system in the industry. We 
have had constant updates of our 
sound system; the latest will be in- 
troduced in the near future after it 
meets our quality and reliability 
tests. 

Premier has also implemented a

life test on all mechanical parts 
that pass a minimum life expectan- 
cy test of five years. As a result, 
Pollock says, “we are the only com- 
pany, to my knowledge, that 
guarantees all mechanical parts 
for a year time frame.” 

The company also insists that 
every employee take pride in 
what’s being manufactured to en- 
sure that quality products reach 
the marketplace. 

‘Each employee is responsible 
for the individual quality that he or 
she manufactures,” Pollock said. 
“We've established a philosophy of 
the supplier/customer relation- 
ship right in our manufacturing 
facility. In other words, from one

Dave Pollock, Luis Martell, and Antonio Espinoza put the finishing touches on a 
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department to another, one is a 
supplier and the receiving depart- 
ment is the customer. This concept 
is taken downto people sitting next 
to each other on the line. 

“The receiving customer must 
receive quality product from the 
supplying vendor. If this is not ac- 
complished and the receiving 
customer is not satisfied, the pro- 
duct is then returned to the sen- 
ding vendor. As aresult, errors are 
caught as they occur. We are striv- 
ing for perfection—zero defects. To 
date we have had only 186 errors 
for every million opportunities. 
Even though this is not perfect, our 
employees have done one hell ofa 
job!” 

Despite all of these programs to 
improve the quality of Premier’s 
games, Pollock says he realizes 
that no product sells itself. There 
must be a unified sales and 
marketing effort. 

‘We have had great support 
from our excellent distribution net- 
work, which communicates to the 
operating community the major 
changes and successés that we've 
accomplished in the company,’ he 
said. “As an industry, I believe that 
we ve all been somewhat weak in 
the area of helping our customers 
maximize their return on invest- 
. ment. We have some programs be- 
ing worked on now that should 
help our customers improve their 
bottom line with our product. One 
of the nicest things about our

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business is that the direction we set 
for our company is communicated 
to us by our direct connection with 
distribution and the operating 
community. We asked the 
customers what they wanted, and 
they weren't bashful about telling 
us.” 

As was mentioned earlier, 
Premier is no longer just a pinball 
company. The first step in its diver- 
sification was the introduction of a 
redemption piece called Bell 
Ringer. 


multiple products, each product 
will benefit by new and creative 
ideas. As we are all aware, the coin- 
op business runs in cycles. With 
the diversification process, these 
cycles can then be addressed to 
maximize our company’s re- 
sources. It also allows us to provide 
our customers with the products 
and services required by the 
marketplace—at a competitive 
price.” 

Pollock says in order to further 
the coin-op industry as a whole,

“To date, it’s probably the best 
return-on-investment game that 
any operator could ask for, based 
on the selling price, longevity, and 
earnings,” Pollock said. “At the up- 
coming AMOA show, we will be in- 
troducing another novelty/ 
redemption piece under the 
Nintendo license for Super Mario 
Brothers. This game will have 
ticket-dispensing capabilities, and 
for those locations who want to get 
into redemption without having 
full redemption centers, they can 
utilize the card-dispensing 
mechanism to dispense Super 
Mario cards depicting various 
Mario Brothers characters. ”’ 

Add to this Premier's activity in 
the video lottery and traditional 
video gaming businesses and 
you ve got acompany with a lot of 
bases covered. But Pollock says 
Premier isn't content to stop now. 

“We will continue to expand in 
diversification efforts that are coin- 
op related,” he said. “At the present 
time there are several discussions 
going on that, if successful, will 
assist us in our goal for further 
diversification. This diversification 
is not only good for Premier 
Technology but also for our 
customers. With a cross-fertili- 
zation of engineering talent on 


people need to get involved. Don't 
just be a taker; be willing to give 
back to the industry that provides 
your livelihood. 

“I’m proud to be part of the coin- 
op industry because so many peo- 
ple, at all levels, believe in giving 
back,” he said. “I would urge 
anyone in the business to become 
active, not only in their associa- 
tions and legislative activities but 
also in their communities. It 
reminds me of a statement by 
George Freedman, author of The 
Pursuit of Innovation. He said, 
‘Change is inevitable. Don’t fight it;

Industry members sound 


off on biz-ops 


or this second-part story on 
biz-ops, we asked the follow- 
ing respondents this basic ques- 
tion: “‘What are your feelings 
about biz-ops?’’ One thing became 
crystal clear: this isn’t a subject for 
fence-straddlers; people have very 
definite views. For example, this 
anonymous distributor said, 
“Operators think biz-ops are the 
scourge of the industry because 
they get locations that operators 
won't get off their asses to find.” 
Here are some other comments 
from coin-op manufacturers, 
distributors, and operators. 
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Mort Ansky, 
Mike Pace 

U.S. Games 
Ansky: Biz-ops really don’t in- 
terfere with coin-op distributors; 
they sell to totally different 
customers. Basically what a biz-op 
does is advertise, in any given 
paper on any given day, a catchy 
phrase with an 800-number. What 
they typically sell to customers are 
snack machines, soda machines— 
vending-type machines. We sell 
eighty percent of our countertops 
to the biz-op market. Most biz-ops 





aren't scam operations like the one 
you reported on in August. They're 
the exception, not the rule. 

Pace: What biz-ops basically do 
is develop new territories. Let me 
tell you one of their good points. 
Often a distributor handling your 
line in a state no longer goes out 
there to promote the product. The 
biz-ops have picked up on the slack 
that some distributors leave when 
they become order-takers and not 
promoters. 

Say the biz-opper runs a national 
ad and it’s answered by some guy 
in the middle of a California desert. 
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That guy buys 30 machines, for ex- 
ample, and eventually other peo- 
ple will see them on location. 
They'll go to the distributor and 
then buy your product through 
distribution! So the biz-op guys do 
nothing but enhance distributor 
sales. There’s no way they can 
steal a sale from a distributor,

because distributors sell the 
machines at one price and biz-ops 
sell them at double that price. 

As for the operator, if he has an 
existing equipment route and a biz- 
opper sells equipment into that ter- 
ritory and effectively pushes him 
out, the biz-opper must have a bet- 
ter machine to be able to do it. It 


¢ Operator Programmable 
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will generally force the operator to 
go back to the distributor to buy 
better equipment. 

Ansky: The problem today is 
most operators aren't buying new 
equipment unless it’s a perfect 10. 
They get mad when they’re forced 
to buy equipment. The biz-op guys 
goin and place machines in a loca- 
tion that may have a jukebox, a 
pinball, a video game, a cigarette 
machine. What happens is the 
operator comes in and says, ‘Get 
that out of here!’ They’re forced to 
buy new equipment and don’t like 
it, but in the long run it helps the in- 
dustry all the way around. 

You have to understand 
something: our actual contact with 
the biz-ops is limited. They wire us 
money for the machines, and we 
drop-ship for them. We really have 
no communication with them 
other than that. What they tell a 
customer, we don’t know. 

Pace: But if we get a complaint 
directly from a biz-op customer 
back to us, we do the best we can to 
help, though it’s really not our 
business. There are some biz- 
oppers out there who, after the 
sale, don’t even want to talk to 
their customers anymore. That’s 
unfortunate; it’s not the way to do 
business. 

Ansky: No matter who the biz- 
ops sell to, their customers all com- 
plain for one major reason: they’re 
lied to about how much the 
machines will earn. The biz-ops say 
they ll buy back the machines and 
refund your money if you don’t get 
your investment back after 18 
months, less what went into the 
machines. But when the customers 
decide they want their money 
back, the biz-op files Chapter 11 
bankruptcy and beats it. It’s done 
legally, though; there’s nothing 
you can do. 


Ira Bettelman, 
C.A. Robinson & Co.

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People were dying to get into this 
business, and there was always 
somebody willing to take advan- 
tage of them. I must admit—maybe 
it’s because we were so busy at that 
time—that we weren’t aware of 
how biz-op had developed. 

But beginning in the late ‘80s, 
when our business obviously slow- 
ed down significantly, and continu- 
ing to the present, biz-op has thriv- 
ed. It took on a highly professional 
presentation that made you 
believe you were foolish working 
eight hours a day, five days a week, 
when you could be investing your 
money in hand-over-fist oppor- 
tunities within the amusement 
game industry. We sent one of our 
salesmen to these biz-op presenta- 
tions, and it was amazing to see the 
documentation, the Play Meter 
and Replay excerpts in their 
packets. The Nintendo systems 
that distribution was selling for 
$1,800 were sold for $3,800 by the 
biz-ops. It was rather dishearten- 
ing to think how these people were 
being ripped off, what a scam it 
was to promise location finders, in- 
flated minimum earnings, and the 
like. 

Another amazing thing was that 
while our operators have a magic 
return on investment formula asa 
guide for purchases—if it doesn’t 
pay for itself in 10, 14, or 20 weeks 
it’s not a good investment—the peo- 
ple from outside our industry think 
it’s the greatest deal in the world to 
get all their money back after 52 
weeks. The criterion is obviously a 
lot different for those outside the in- 
dustry than within it. 

We sent one of our salesmen toa 
couple of these business oppor- 
tunities conventions to see what 
was going on. One group was sell- 
ing Nintendo product. By the look 
of their booth and their literature, 
and by listening to their presenta- 
tion, you would swear that they 
were hired by, working for, and in 
daily contact with (Nintendo presi- 
dent) Mr. Arakawa himself. That’s 
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the impression they tried to 
facilitate, though such a relation- 
ship obviously didn’t exist. Eighty 
percent of these biz-op conventions 
consisted of vending machines, 
coin-op amusement machines, or 
countertop machines. 

There is an entire world that ex- 
ists for no other reason than to 
market machines exclusively for 
biz-op. There were people selling 
Nintendo stuff, canned drink 
machines, etc. One woman had a 
little booth and two Street 
Fighters, and she said she would 
sell them to anybody, anywhere, 
for $3,500 apiece. 


David Capilouto, 
Greater Southern Dist. 

I think we've seen different view- 
points when it comes to business 
opportunities. There are certain 
situations that prove to be wor- 
thwhile and advantageous to the 
three tiers of the coin-op amuse- 
ment industry as we know it. An ex- 
ample is when a biz-op customer 
actually gets involved with the in- 
dustry and becomes a good 
customer to a distributor and 
moves a manufacturer’s product. 
But those instances are very few 
and far between. We try to 
discourage dealing with biz-ops 
ourselves, because it affects our 
day-to-day business. 

I know some factories wouldn’t 
have sold their games unless 
they'd gone through a biz-op situa- 
tion, so from that standpoint biz- 
Ops are advantageous. Are the 
manufacturers the only winners in 
these situations? It’s hard to say; 
each situation is different. 
Sometimes the business oppor- 
tunity people make money at what 
they're doing because operators 
aren't stepping up to the plate to 
take advantage of product 
presented to them first and 
foremost. There are some things 
that are positive about biz-ops, but 
I also think they hurt the bread- 


and-butter customer base that we 
have, to a certain degree. It’s 
inevitable. 


Ralph Ceraldi, 
C &C Vending Co. 

I think they give the industry a 
very bad image. Whenever there’s 
any bad newspaper story or news 
footage on biz-ops, it reflects badly 
on us. It isn’t mentioned that they 
aren't really vendors. They're com- 
pletely independent of the 
recognized industry structure. 
There are no contracts, nothing. 
The customers are sold a bill of 
goods and say, “Wow, I'll make a 
fortune! All I have to dois go collect 
the money!” The idea is that you 
don’t have to work to make money 
in this industry. I don’t know why 
everybody thinks that. 


Jim Hayes, 
Gem Music & Vending 

I can’t think of any useful pur- 
pose biz-ops serve for our industry. 
They'll come into my locations and 
place countertops in there, which 
takes money away from my other 
games. I tell the location owner 
that I can get countertops if he 
wants them, and that generally 
drives the biz-op out. I don’t feel 
that they're a threat to stealing my 
locations, but they can drain 
money away if you don’t act to 
remove them. 

And when they overcharge some 
poor customer—one guy I| talked to 
paid over $3,000 for a Nintendo 
PlayChoice 5 that I could’ve sold 
him for $250—it gives our industry 
a black eye. We get lumped 
together with the biz-ops, and 
that’s something we certainly don’t 
want. They often have no office, no 
lawyers, no accountants—just a 
toll-free number. These biz-ops try 
to operate outside the realm of the 
manufacturer/distributor/op- 
erator hierarchy. But there’s a 
reason for our industry’s hierar- 
chy; it’s a system that’s been pro- 
ven to work. 
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pee Ke 7 Hi displays the total score of all coins flipped aswell a 
of the last coin flipped.

to blow his sale, though I’m sure he 
caught someone else during the 
day. 

He said if they filled the machine 
and sold it out totally, their cash 
pan would probably have $50 in it. 
He also claimed they’d make $1,000 
a week and not have to visit the 
machine but once every two 
weeks. I said, ‘““Excuse me sir, but 
your numbers just don't add up. 
How can you have a machine that 
holds $50 gross in products make 
$1,000 a week, and only visit it once 
every two weeks? There seems to 
be something wrong.” The couple 
looked at me and said, “Gee, you're 
right. We weren't thinking of that.” 
They gave the salesman the eye 
and walked away. But those who 
get caught in that scam end up 
thinking we, the coin-op amuse- 
ment vendors, are also a bunch of 
thieves.

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Florida. I could pick up today’s 
paper and read you 10 ads for 
business opportunities, and in 
another section I could read you 10 
more ads from people who bought 
games from the biz-ops and are try- 
ing to unload them. I’ll call one of 
these ads once in a while just to 
check things out. One person, for 
example, got stuck with a soda 
machine. He couldn’t tell me what 
brand it was because there was no 
name on it, and there was no 
manufacturer tag anyplace. He 
said he wanted to sell it after only 
two months because he wasn't get- 
ting the money that was promised. 
When he said he wanted to get 
back about what he paid, I was 
afraid to ask how much. “Oh, we 
got a good deal; it was only $3,500,” 
he said. That machine, considering 
its quality, should’ve only cost $600 
to $800. 

We could put ad after ad in the 
newspaper, warning people about 
the biz-ops. But these otherwise 
sensible people—businessmen, 
doctors, lawyers—basically get 
blinded by greed. They have 
oney and are promised that it 
can easily be tripled or quadrupl- 
ed, and they fall for it without 
checking things out. I’d like to see 
some sort of federal law to deal 
with these biz-ops. State laws 
aren't enough; by the time one 
state is on to their shenanigans, 
they’re off to another state. These 
guys know how to stay one step 
ahead of the law. 

(Note: We spent over six weeks 
trying to get a response from 
Nintendo of America on the sub- 
ject of biz-ops. Considering the fact 
that biz-ops have been known to 
sell Nintendo systems, we 
wondered whether Nintendo was 
aware of it and encouraged it. Also, 
in light of Nintendo’s decision to 
cease activities in the coin-op 
marketplace, might they wish to 
utilize biz-ops to move their unsold 
product? No one from Nintendo 
chose to comment on these 
questions.)

How to cultivate 


a political garden 


he old nursery rhyme, “Mary, 
| Mary, quite contrary, how 
does your garden grow?” has 
political implications today as 
citizens question the actions and 
motives of their elected officials, 
often seen as a contrary lot. 

Politics is a confusing busi- 
ness to those of us on the out- 
side. We are apt to reason: Now 
that they’ve been elected to 
represent the interests of 
the people in their districts, 
why are they so off-the- 
mark when it comes time 
to vote on proposed bills? 

But how are legislators 
to know which direction 
to take on issues when 
there is no input from the 
very groups that are af- 
fected the most? Since no 
one has perfected mind- 
reading, even the amazing 
Kreskin (for those with 
long memories and high- 
digit birthdays), legislators 
listen to those who make the ef- 
fort to reach them. 

There are a variety of avenues 
to take on the road to getting the 
ear of your legislators. It can be as 
simple as a handwritten letter 
detailing your concerns about a 
particular piece of legislation up 
for debate and vote. Unless you

speak up, legislators will not know 
they are inadvertently passing in- 
to law measures that will have a 
detrimental impact on your live- 
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lihood and that of your employees. 
Considering the stakes in the 
video gaming arena, this is no 


time to be shy. Put your apprehen- 
sions down on paper or go to the 
legislators in person; deliver your 
message to the proper doorstep. 
Support your legislators with con- 
tributions as the election nears, 
give time during the campaign, 
and generally make your pres- 
ence known. 
As one operator said, ““We keep 
track of our games and rev- 
enue with computers. Do we 
think that legislators are 
unaware of who supports 
them? You'd better be- 
lieve they have computer- 
ized lists of businesses 
and individuals who've 
helped them and stay in 
touch with them. If you're 
an unknown quantity un- 
til you need something, 
your chances of being 
taken seriously are dim.” 
That’s the way our sys- 
tem works. It may not be as 
lively, say, as the more wide- 
open Italian system. For ex- 
ample, in Italy’s April 5 parliamen- 
tary elections the field included a 
classy brunette stripper from 
Genoa named Moana Pozzi, of the 
Party of Love (no kidding!). She 
creatively raised money for her 
campaign by charging $10 a head 
to watch her strip at party head-

quarters in Rome. (Ms. Pozzi did 
not win this particular election;

Given that there are very few, if 
any, politicians on a local or na- 
tional level that we would pay to 
see disrobe, it still beats the tradi- 
tional and painful methods of fun- 
draising to defray the costs of 
radio and/or TV commercials, 
posters, bumper stickers, and 
mass mailings to reach citizens. 

Other nation’s political systems 
aside, we have to work within the 
framework of the system that per- 
sists in our country. That’s not to 
say that once you get your foot in 
the door your every wish will be 
granted. But at least you can say 


you communicated with the per- 
son who has the power to make 
the decisions. 


It would be good policy, in any 
state where a bill failed this year, 
to let the legislators on your side

Continue to back 
helpful legislators and seek out 
others with educational materials 
in-hand. Make more contacts and 
sow seeds that may come to frui- 
tion next spring.

Grass-roots works — ask a politician 


arlier this year, the Wiscon- 
sin Tavern League was the 
beneficiary of words of wisdom 
from Rep. Randall Radtke (R- 
Lake Mills), a former political 
science teacher prior to his elec- 
tion to the state Legislature. 
According to Radtke, you might 
as well throw the political 
science textbook out the window 
when it comes to the real world. 
His five-points of political aware- 
ness are an excellent primer for 
those who want to become active 
in the political process. 


1. Make a special point to con- 
tact your legislator to ask how 
he/she wants to be contacted in 
the future. 

Everyone is different. Some 
legislators prefer to be called in 
the evening at home, others want 
calls only in the office in the mor- 
ning, while others like letters the 
best. 


2. ALWAYS invite them to 
everything. 

Meetings, social gatherings, 
and similar events give them 
speaking opportunities. If they 
don’t come, keep asking. Even- 
tually they will attend because, 
after all, they all are egomaniacs 
or they wouldn't be in office. 


3. Be willing to mobilize your 
customers and constituents. 

Grass-roots efforts are com- 
mon now. This means you, your 
family, your employees, your 
customers, their employees, and 
their families, all writing per- 
sonal letters to legislators about 
important issues. Legislators do 
not think highly of mass- 
produced letters, postcards, or 
messages on the legislative hot- 
line. They prefer handwritten 
notes that are specific about 
issues and explain why the 
writer thinks the way he/she 


does. Offering to help with cam- 
paigns and fundraisers always 
leads to good relations later on. 


4, Realize that the legislative 
process is lengthy. 

If you do not get a bill passed 
now, there is always next ses- 
sion. Never alienate anyone and 
always be professional. 


5. Why do you need to be 
involved? 

If you are not involved, some- 
one else will be. An example of 
this is happening right now. Our 
legislators are hearing more 
from church groups and in- 
dividuals who are opposed to 
gambling. Their only mistake is 
that most of the correspondence 
is through mass-produced form 
letters. We can beat them witha 
GRASS-ROOTS effort. Now is 
our chance. We must take it 
while it is still within our reach.

to bring about change there. The 
country’s inflation was high, 
unemployment figures soared, and 
it had the second-highest foreign 
debt in the Third World. Salinas 
sold off many state-owned com- 
panies and used the proceeds to 
cut domestic debt. 


He also announced a plan to 
negotiate a free-trade agreement 
with Canada and the United 
States, a move never considered 
before because of rampant 
mistrust between the countries. 

Coin machine manufacturers 
recognized that Mexico was ripe 
for new games of all kinds. 
Operators, distributors, and 
manufacturers in Mexico had long 
been content to depend on copied 
product since it was much easier to 
obtain and there was not much 
concern about it hurting the coin- 
op industry. 

Each year since the inception of 
the show, the attendance and ex- 
hibit space has doubled in size. 
Newcomers to the show were im- 
pressed and those who had been 
coming were perhaps a bit surpris- 
ed at how much the show had 
grown. It was obvious to all that 
Mexico is indeed a viable market 
for coin-op games. Even vending 
and redemption is nudging its way 
into Mexico. Many of the Mexican 
companies have settled into com- 
fortable relationships with 
American manufacturers and ex- 
hibited considerable product. 


Are copied games still prevalent? 
You'd have to answer yes, but add 
that a lot of work is being done by 
AAMA and its members to insure 
that original equipment takes its 
place in the market. But those 
working diligently to invoke a 
change of attitude among the Mex- 
ican industry admit that it can’t 
Change overnight. That was the 
thought three years ago and it still 
persists today. However, it’s clear 
that inroads are being made. ()

Fun center appeal 


We at Bob’s Space Racers Inc. 
feel that “family values” are the 
key words in determining where 
the amusement business is now 
and will be in the future. Nowhere 
is this more evident than in the 
redemption fun center, where we 
are attempting to entertain and 
sell merchandise to all age 
groups. 

The renewed focus on rebuilding 
family structures and maintaining 
quality time for family activities 
puts our industry in the national 
and international spotlight. It’s an 
enviable place to be, providing we 
assume the responsibility to pro- 
vide the best experience possible. 

One of the most enjoyable 
aspects of my function as a sales 
manager is taking a phone call 
from an excited, enthusiastic, and 
totally confused entrepreneur. 
This person has a perfect location, 
great traffic flow, loves people, 
sometimes has financing or cash, 
and desperately wants to get into 
the redemption business. Where 
to start? 

Investment required, game 
selection, merchandising, ticket 
values, square footage re- 
quirements...these are all part of 
the formula. We prefer to focus on 
the end goal first, which to our 
way of thinking is overall family 
entertainment and perceived 
value. Perceived value not only 
refers to merchandise but also to 
quality time spent with the family. 

Once operators understand this 
concept, the rest of the com- 
ponents in a successful redemp- 
tion operation fall into place. They 
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begin to understand why leaving 
one or more pieces out of the mix 
can relegate them to a mediocre 
operation at best. 


Entertainers/merchandisers 

Out of all the redemption 
Operators we  have_ been 
associated with over the last few 
years, the most successful by far 
are the ones who: consider 
themselves entertainers and mer- 
chandisers. Their audience is the 
family group from age two up to 
grandma and grandpa. That's 
definitely a tough house to play to 
but we never tell anyone it’s going 
to be easy. 

Once operators are committed 
to the entertainment and mer- 
Cchandising concept, they can con- 
centrate on specifics. My purpose 
in this article is not to dwell on 
special techniques or to outline 
operating guidelines (payouts, 
percentages, etc.), but there are 
some basic tenets that must be 
met in order for the redemption 
business to evolve into the suc- 
cessful entertainment center of 
the future. 

Basic Value: The redemption 
centers that service and prosper 
will do so by giving value to their 
customers. This value comes in 
many forms: cleanliness, attrac- 
tive decor, fair ticket payout, 
desirable and well-priced mer- 
chandise, security, helpful and 
courteous employees, and heads- 
up management, to mention a 
few. These sound very basic, but 
many new redemption operators 
and some old video arcade 
operators do not understand the 
importance of these factors in 
their business. 

Game Selection: This is another 
critical area. Again, in striving to 
entertain the family group, a wide 
variety of games are needed to 
keep each age group interested. 
This is probably the most difficult 
for new redemption operators to 
grasp. You cannot start redemp- 
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tion with one or two games; you 
must have a balanced selection to 
have a chance of success. 

One of the most common reac- 
tions from redemption en- 
trepreneurs is ‘“geeze, these 
games are expensive compared to 
videos.” They’re not; they’re the 
best value in our business. If 
you've selected the right games 
they will pay for themselves quick- 
ly and they will last indefinitely if 
maintained and supported proper- 
ly. They have basic entertainment 
value and are not faddish. 

Many good redemption games 
have been around for decades and 
continue to make money year 
after year. They are entertaining 
generations of families and, with 
proper maintenance and care, will 
continue to do so for many years 
to come. 

One of the best pieces of advice 


to new redemption operators is to 
select games that have a history. 
As they develop experience they 
can test new game concepts; a 
track record on proven games 
gives them something to use as a 
comparison to new equipment. 
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game can make for them, not how 
much it costs. 

In addition to the type of game, 
the quality must be first-rate: A 
game that is not working because 
of poor design or unavailable 
parts is of no use to the customer 
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We also encourage operators to 
ask game manufacturers some 
hard questions, such as: How big 
is the parts inventory and where 
is it located? How many techni- 
cians are on call? Do you 
manufacture the games or assem- 
ble them? These and other ques- 
tions help the operator get ac- 
quainted with the games and 
manufacturers. Astute operators 
always figure out how much a 


or the operator. It also takes away 
from the entertainment value of 
the entire room—a negative ele- 
ment in a positive atmosphere. 
What direction is redemption 
going? My answer to that ques- 
tion would be redemption is going 
back to basics: basic entertain- 
ment, basic value, basic old 
fashioned family fun, and basic 
hard-earned profits. (1

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Merit maintains focus 


on darts and adult games

erit Industries has the distinc- 
tion of manufacturing product 
in four of the game categories 
covered in our Fall Buyer’s Guide, 
a special feature this month. Darts, 
video lottery terminals, counter- 
tops, and video card games sustain 
the company, which is based in 
Bensalem, Pa. 

This wide variety of coin- 





operated equipment was but a 
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glimmer in the eye of company 
president Peter Feuer when he 
started making remote-control 
wall games in 1973. His then-com- 
pany was Century Industries; it 
evolved into Merit a few years 
later. 

Said Feuer, ‘‘We were an 
operator-oriented company from 
the outset. AS we grew we broaden- 
ed our market and became more 





involved with distribution. We con- 
tinue to develop new types of pro- 
ducts and enlarge our share of the 
coin-op market.” 

Feuer recently reminisced about 
the early days, vividly recalling 
MOA shows in Chicago and the 
first AOE in New Orleans. Many of 
his employees from the fledgling 
years are, in his words, ‘‘still here 
making significant contributions 
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to our growth.” 

That growth gives Feuer a cer- 
tain perspective. “From where we 
sit in the industry, we're tremen- 
dously optimistic about the 
future,” said Feuer, although he 
conceded that “mainstream pro- 
ducts are hitting on hard times.”’ 


Merit’s product line includes 
non-faddish darts, which suit tour- 
nament and league play perfectly, 
as well as supply steady return on 
investment. The company’s VLTs, 
countertops, and card games are 
popular adult entertainment 
choices. 


Feuer and David Rubinstein, vice 
president and director of sales, 
agreed that the ‘seasonal 
doldrums” had not affected darts. 
Said Feuer, “Darts are stronger 
than ever. We've had a great sum- 
mer with reports of stronger 
league activity—an indication that 
people are staying closer to home 
for their socializing and entertain- 
ment. It’s a real plus to darts in 
these recessionary times. Darts 
continue to blossom.” 


And what about foreign 
markets? Interest runs high 
throughout the European market, 
where Merit’s central importer, 
NOVA APPARATE, a division of 
the Gausselman Group, is now 
making inroads in the developing 
Eastern European countries. 
Spain, Portugal, Italy, Greece, and 
France continue their explosive 
market expansion. Canada is also 
garnering its share of attention. 


In the United States, the Midwest 
has long been a stronghold for 
darts. Change is in the air, accor- 
ding to Rubinstein. “Operators are 
opening up to darts because of the 
times,” he explained. “Both the 
East Coast and West Coast are try- 
ing to develop darts. The games 
are an accepted and proven profit 
center. Operators and distributors 
can count on the earnings to be 
more consistent than videos. As a 
result, sales are more consistent.”’

Merit supplies the necessary sup- 
port for operators in the form of 
assistance in organizing tour- 
naments and leagues, identifying 
the correct locations, and pro- 
viding other field services. Said 
Rubinstein, “We've never hyped 
an operator and left him high and 
dry.” 


He hinted at new dart products 
Merit plans to introduce at the up- 
coming AMOA, along the lines of 
additional software and features 
that operators have been re- 
questing for a long time. Included 
will be an overall kit improvement 
for the entire line and a singular 
dramatic new feature—Bonus 
Match. 


Merit’s dart team is ably staffed 
by Howard Smoyer, Scott 
Dougherty, Lamar Forque, Jack 
Sullivan, Bob Wiles, Dave Myers, 
Mike Gannon, and world cham- 
pion dart player Lane Helgeson. 

Tavern locations are the perfect 
home for darts, as well as those 
video gaming machines we keep 
hearing so much about. Merit is 
taking an active role in the Loui- 
siana market, the newest state to 
have legal video gaming, and is 
one of 13 manufacturers approved 
by the La. State Police in the first 
round of licensing. 


The process of enrolling (formal- 
ly registering) and enabling (con- 
necting) games with the state’s 
central computer is proceeding at 
a Slower rate than hoped. Said 
Rubinstein, “From what we can 
see, where games are operational, 
the players are very enthusiastic. 
They’re having a lot of fun in their 
neighborhood locations. Only a 
very small portion of the market 
has been tapped because of the 
slow enrollment process. The 
police don’t have enough man- 
power to satisfy all the requests. I 
don’t think they’re finished with 
the first wave yet.’ Merit is 
represented in Louisiana by River- 
side Amusement Co. in New 
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Scott Dougherty (I) and Howard Smoyer (r) ‘‘on the road’’ in Wisconsin with Joe Jacobson of Amusement Devices. 


Orleans and Automatic Amuse- 
ment Co. in Shreveport. 

What about that “other” market, 
Oregon, where operators are not 
involved in the video lottery pro- 
gram? Said Feuer, “We elected to 
back away from the Oregon situa- 
tion. In the Atlantic provinces of 
Canada, where there is a mix of 
operator-involved and state-run 
programs, our products are doing 
well. The marketplace is 
somewhat stabilized there.”’ 
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Rubinstein added: “The 
operators are pros; they know how 
to place and maintain games. They 
know their business and offer an 
awful lot. Video gaming machines 
are sophisticated devices. 
Operators are more equipped to 
work with the games than any 
newcomer.’ 

In 1991, a proposed state-run test 
of video gaming machines in lowa 
coincided with the news of a licen- 
sing agreement between Merit and 


G-TECH that caused waves in the 
industry. Feuer welcomed an op- 
portunity to set the record straight 
on this one. ““There’s been so much 
misinterpretation,’ he said. “Merit 
had an arms-length relationship 
licensing some ofits technology to 
G-TECH long before Iowa’s pro- 
posed test. 

“We were solicited to license 
some of our technology. G-TECH 
looked at a number of manufac- 
turers and chose Merit from the 
prospects. It’s a licensor/licensee 
relationship—not a joint venture 
with G-TECH. The intent of the 
licensing wasn’t directed toward 
any marketing aspects, such as 
Iowa’s proposed test. The licensing 
was an arm’s length opportunity 
for Merit with respect to its 
technology, and did not involve 
any contribution or participation 
in the development of legislative or 
marketing efforts.” 


Feuer attributed this to the in- 
dustry seeking to vent its anger 
over the situation at the time. He 
was quick to mention that Merit 
participated in the early stages of 
video lottery development in South 
Dakota, the state that inspired so 
many others to look at similar pro- 
grams. Said Feuer: “I spoke up at 
meetings with the lottery commis- 
sion in South Dakota, arguing in 
favor of an operator-run program 
against proposals being made for a 
sole-source system. 

‘We are a member of the Video 
Gaming Alliance and are seeking 
to formulate legislation in the pro-

per fashion—with private enter- 
prise. In the last year we have been 
gratified by the support from our 
friends. We’re building much 
stronger relationships with 
operators.’ Feuer was named to 
the first board of directors for VGA.

Added Feuer: ‘““We’re a small 
company working hard to get our 
market share. We’re out thereina 
jungle with big companies looking 
to sell to governments. I’d love to 
flatter myself that we were power- 
ful enough to control or influence 
legislation as people had thought. 
If we ever become that powerful, 


our influence will be in the direc- 
tion of our industry.” 

While video gaming devices and 
all the surrounding press has 
brought that equipment to the 
forefront, countertops, on the other 
hand, have had little press. Rubins- 
tein explained that “countertops 
have been consistently strong for 
Merit’s sales over the past nine 
years. We've constantly redesign- 
ed and implemented features in 
the game to keep it earning. Look 
at the cost of the countertop and 
the look at the return on invest- 
ment vs. other games.” 

He retold the story of an operator 
who considers countertops such as 
Merit’s Superstar Pit Boss to be 
good “location getters.’ As the 
story goes: he puts two or three in 
the back seat of his car, 
demonstrates one in the tavern, 
and always leaves without it. This 
opens the door for placement of 
other games in that location. “With 
the countertop,” said Rubinstein, 
“you're not competing for floor 
space; you just put something on 
the counter.” 

No matter what product a com- 
pany markets today, the 
distributor network is a key ele- 
ment. Lately, they have been under 
pressure to move product even 
though the economy is less than 
brisk. “From our experience,’ said 
Feuer, “we've got to earn the right 
to ship our machines to 
distributors. They’re buying our 
equipment not because it’s being 
forced upon them, but because of 
sales performance. If all the equip- 
ment being sold out there was be- 
ing sold strictly on its merits (pun 
intended) the industry would be in 
good shape. 

“Going back to the video gaming 
arena, any area where the 
operator is cut out—guess what?— 
so is the distributor and so are the 
small manufacturers. Merit’s been 
in the amusement industry for 15 
years and all of a sudden competi- 
tion is coming from companies 


we've never had to compete with 
before.” 

He predicted: “There's going to 
be a tremendous shakeout whena 
video lottery comes about and 
doesn’t include our industry. It’s 
not just the operators on the street 
who are going to be out of the pic- 
ture. Most of the focus is on the 
operator and manufacturer, but 
distributors will also be hurt.” 

Merit is looking ahead to the 
future. For a company that literal- 
ly started with a kitchen, a base- 
ment, and a few determined peo- 
ple, it has now grown into an 
80,000-square-foot facility with 160 
employees.

A decade of dedication 


he Pennsylvania Amusement 

and Music Machine Associa- 
tion (PAMMA)heldits 10th annual 
convention and trade show in July, 
theming it “A Decade of Dedica- 
tion.” 

Like other states, Pennsylvania 
is keeping abreast of video lottery 
and is working on getting a bill 
passed that would include oper- 
ators. PAMMA’s attorney, Wayne 
DeLuca, addressed a sparse au- 
dience on the latest developments, 
which he said are much as they 
were two years ago. “It is impor- 
tant to keep the issue in front of 
lawmakers,’ he told the group. 


DeLuca stressed the danger of 
the state going sole-source, a situa- 
tion that occurred in Oregon. 
“There used to be two options con- 
cerning video lottery: legalize it or 
don’t legalize it. However, now 
there are three options: don’t legal- 
ize it, legalize it with operators in- 
volved, or legalize it with a sole- 
source situation. If a sole-source 
option is chosen by the state, it will 
be devastating to operators.”’ 

During the legislative session, 
Lou Larson of Atlas Distributors 
expressed his dismay at the lack of 
concern among operators. ‘I’m 
looking around this room and see 





only about 16 companies 
represented. I challenge each of 
you here to contact another 
operator and tell him that his help 
is vital to the very survival of the 
business.”’ 

Attendees were treated to a view- 
ing of some of the latest equipment, 
with manufacturer’s represen- 
tatives on hand to answer ques- 
tions. An auction, led by Atlas’s 
Jim Wittler and Lou Larson, was a 
highlight of the show. The two, 
dressed as hoboes, had people 
laughing as they bid on a myriad of 
products donated by distributors 
and manufacturers. [)

50/50 pricing 


In your June issue, an operator 
said that he was getting 50 cents 
to start a game and 50 cents to 
continue. I applaud that. How- 
ever, [strongly disagree with him 
on setting Ms. Pac-Man on 50-cent 
play. My reason is that in this 
business, you can lower the price, 
you can't raise it. You especially 
can’t raise it after people have 
been playing Ms. Pac-Man for 
more than 10 years for a quarter. 

If you try to raise the price, you 
will lose a lot of players with a 
move like that. My suggestion on 
older games like Ms. Pac-Man is to 
set them on three lives, one free 
man at 20,000 points, and explore 
buying update chips from Two-Bit 
Score. This will maximize your 
earnings potential and will keep 
your machine from being tied up 
for too long because not everyone 
can get that free man at 20,000 
points. I hope this advice helps. 

On the issue of $1 per play, I 
think it’s a good idea. However, I 
don’t see it in the near future. I get 
a lot of flak at 50-cent pricing. If 
you try to go to $1 play, you will 
price a lot of your players out of 
your location and back into play- 
ing their home systems. I think $1 
is a fair price on deluxe sit-downs 
and games like Mad Dog McCree. 
But I don’t think it’s a fair price on 
a Standard upright piece. But 
that’s just my opinion.

Manufacturers blame operators 
for not buying, but the blame 
needs to be placed back on them 
for not giving us good games. 

I’ve made up my mind that I will 
go to Nashville for AMOA; I’ve 
been going every year since I’ve 
been in business. However, I’ve 


already decided that it’ll be my © 


last show unless I see something 
that will help me make more 
money. And I don’t care if it’s 
video or not.

ega distributors were treated 

to some exciting new product 
at its meeting held in California in 
early August. The company, long 
an innovator in the industry, show- 
ed several new video games and 
redemption games for that grow- 
ing market. 

Sega has always had a keen 
ability to see into the future of the 
coin-op industry. David Rosen was 
ridiculed when he predicted the 
saturation of conversion kits long 
before kits were common. Of 
course, his industry forecast cer- 
tainly came true and he was prais- 
ed for his insight. Sega continued 
to be a little ahead of its time, 
choosing to focus on the next 
generation of technology when 
others were pumping out smaller, 
inexpensive lines. It was a decision 
that is proving to be the right 
choice for Sega. 

Sega led the pack in top-end driv- 
ing games and takes pride in its 
games like After Burner, Hang On, 
and Super Monaco. There is still a 
strong demand for these pieces. 

Sega was innovative with Time 
Traveler, a 3-D, “holographic’”’ 
marvel. Although the game itself 
fell short of expectations, the 
technology had amazing potential. 
A new game utilizing the 
holographic technology was 
shown to distributors. Holosseum 
is a one- or two-player game with 
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Mondial’s Tony Yula (I) and Brady’s Tom Keil take a look 
at Sega’s new games.

This 
game also uses the System 32. 

Sega’s entry into the redemption 
arena was welcomed by distribu- 
tors. The three interchangeable 
games were developed by Quick 
Silver Co. Sega saw a need for a 
low-cost redemption piece and 
licensed these from the developer. 
Awesome Rate, Awesome Loop, 
and Hi Tension are really fun 
pieces.

First-ever video 

gaming seminar 
Of particular interest in the coin- 
op world was the first-ever video 
gaming seminar, “Video Gaming: 
Coming Your Way,’ moderated by 
Bonnie Theard of Play Meter 
magazine. The panel included Jim 
Trucano, vice president of the gam- 
ing division of Collins Music Co. 
(and 1991 president of AMOA); Jim 
Pietrangelo, sales representative 
for Premier Technology; Bill 
Treger, director of governmental 
affairs for Betson Enterprises; and 
Scott Wexler, executive director 
and lobbyist for the United 
Restaurant, Hotel, Tavern

Panelists crammed a wealth of 
knowledge into their time slot.

you're going to have to compete 
with.” 

He explained that locations may 
be afraid of the video lottery dollar 
because they feel customers will 
spend less at the bar. But accor- 
ding to Wexler the contrary is true: 
“Video lottery brings people in and 
keeps them there. With stringent 
DWI laws your customers may be

afraid of having that last drink for 
the road.”’ 

Wexler favors video lottery with 
a 33-1/3 percent share of proceeds 
to the state, the location, and the 
coin machine operator. He cau- 
tioned, “Ifthe state lottery cuts out 
vendors, you (the locations) don't 
get as much. Government can’t 
run business successfully. It may

sound more attractive under the 
lottery but you must steer clear of 
that.” 

He also touched upon the greed 
factor, saying, “Fighting for the 
biggest piece of a buck is not as im- 
portant as fighting for the most 
bucks.”’ 

His answer to successful passage 
of video lottery legislation: expan- 
ding coalitions of businesses that 
will be affected by this new ven- 
ture. Building credibility with 
lawmakers is vital. 

Pietrangelo gave a general ex- 
planation of video gaming 
machines and how they play, par- 
ticularly in Louisiana. He em- 
phasized that the machines are 
totally random and thoroughly 
tested at Gaming Laboratories In- 
ternational. Pietrangelo stated 
that this equipment is better than 
any other coin-operated equip- 
ment in the marketplace because it 
must meet stringent requirements. 

To find out how successful 
manufacturers and designers 
have been in designing games that 
draw and retain the interest of 
players, Pietrangelo said the 
answer is in the cash box, or “‘the 
voting booth.” He predicted unique 
variations of poker for Louisiana 
(where the game choice is limited 
to poker only) because of the in- 
tense competition. 


Said Pietrangelo:’The crux of 
video lottery is a fair game for the 
player. It’s of the utmost impor-

tance for the regulating body that 
the system has the utmost integri- 
ty. The machine has to be true.” 

Treger gave the distributors’ 
viewpoint, explaining that they 
provide warranty work and high- 
tech repairs, as well as financing. 
Treger touched upon the new 
development of video lottery pass- 
ed in Rhode Island, due to com- 
mence on September 28 only in one 
jai alai and one dog track. It is ex- 
pected to have a negative impact 
on local taverns. 

Treger mentioned another area 
to remember. “Indian gaming is 
something you should be aware 
of,’ he noted, “You never know 
where an Indian reservation is go- 
ing to be.” He also reaffirmed the 
value of unified interest groups, 
saying, “There is a need for a coali- 
tion between the tavern industry 
and coin machine operators.” 

Trucano found parallels between 
taverns and the coin machine 
business. “We both lost customers 
over the last few years. Video gam- 
ing systems of a highly regulated 
nature are looked upon as a means 
of bringing customers back into 
locations. In addition, it increases 
the customer base by increasing 
foot traffic in and of itself. There’s 
also increased cash flow and a new 
validity in the eyes of legislators.”’ 

Stated Trucano: “There's a 
tremendous opportunity and atre-

mendous threat.” The latter was in 
reference to sole-source situations 
where the state controls, regulates, 
and places all equipment without 
forming a partnership with private 
enterprise. 

Theard gave a brief overview at 
the start, mentioning that “no less 
than 20 states have seriously con- 
sidered some type of video gaming 
proposal in the last few years. As 
states grapple with escalating 
deficits, local governments have 
decided to rethink their position on 
gambling in an attempt to balance 
the budget.” 

She quoted figures from the 
South Dakota Department of 
Labor indicating that 2,400 new 
employment opportunities were 
created as a direct result of video 
lottery, mostly in the food and 
beverage industry. Clearly, night 
club and bar owners owe it to 
themselves to keep track of video 
gaming proposals and join coali- 
tions if they are to receive a fair 
shake.

large crowds.

ecent history has not, to put it 
mildly, been kind to Seeburg, 
the pioneers of CD jukebox 
technology. Gross mismanage- 
ment sent the company into a 
downward spiral, with distributors 
and operators abandoning it in 
droves. But the arrival of parent 
company Abbott Products in late 
1991 signaled a turning point, giv- 
ing Seeburg new life—and a new 
name, Seeburg International. 
The company chose the site of its 
original CD jukebox unveiling in 


1986, the Wyndham-Hamilton

Hotel in the Chicago suburb of 
Itasca, to introduce its latest unit, 
the S-720 Skyline. Some 15 
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distributors converged there on 
Aug. 6 to see, said one, “if Seeburg 
still makes the best-sounding 
jukeboxes in the industry.” The 
verdict? “Oh yeah!” he said ex- 
citedly, beaming. 

Ed Blankenbeckler, Seeburg In- 
ternational’s vice president of 
sales and marketing, says he’s 
been “vaccinated with the Seeburg 
needle.” He started with the old 
Seeburg Corp. in 1950 as a field 
engineer and worked his way 
through the ranks as a salesman, 
regional vice president, and even- 
tual president of the Seeburg 
Phonograph Corp., formed in 1984 
to address the budding CD

technology. Soon after the first CD 
jukebox was introduced in 1986, 
Blankenbeckler saw trouble. 
“The majority of the board of 
directors wanted to sell directly to 
operators, and I knew it wouldn’t 
work,’ he said. “Distributors area 
necessity; you've got over 5,000 
jukebox operators who need ser- 
vice, financing, etc., and the 
distributors provide that.” This 
and other disagreements about 
company policy led to 
Blankenbeckler’s eventual 
resignation in 1988. The debt-laden 
Seeburg was barely breathing un- 
til it received a capital infusion 
from Abbott Products, a metal 





fabricating firm known for its work 
as a defense contractor. Recogni. 
ing his invaluable knowledge of 


Seeburg, Abbott brought 
Blankenbeckler back into the fold 
in January. 


“Thank God for them,” he said. 
“Under their management, I feel 
Seeburg International will once 
again regain its rightful place atop 
the jukebox industry. Seeburg is 
the company of firsts; we were first 
in high-fidelity phonographs, 100- 
and 200-selection units, quadro- 
phonic sound, CD technology — 
the list goes on and on. 

“We've come a long way since 
January. The distributors we have 
so far represent about 55 percent of 
market coverage. More will come 
as the Skyline makes its way into 
the field. We want distributors who 
will work for us. When a 


distributor is representing 30 to 60

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different lines, how can he do 
justice to any one line? It becomes 
like a supermarket.” 

Added Seeburg International 
general manager Jack Kapala, 
who came over from Abbott, “Sure, 
it would be nice to have the Mon- 
dials, the Betsons, the C.A. Robin- 
sons. But we’re looking for 
distributors who are hungry, who 
are willing to be promoters of our 
product. I think that description 
fits our first group of distributors.” 

Tom Hacker, president of 
Seeburg International and ex- 
ecutive vice president of Abbott 
Products, says he knows the com- 
pany has hurdles to overcome. The 
first one is rectifying a sullied 
reputation. 

‘Before you and I were born, 
Seeburg was the name in 
jukeboxes and vending,” he said. 
“It wasn’t until the previous 


distributor for Seeburg. 
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management took over that 
Seeburg went downhill. It wasn’t a 
problem with the jukeboxes or the 
service. In a word, it was 
management—or mismanage- 
ment, I should say. It’s a crying 
shame that the company which 
pioneered the CD jukebox had to 
go through a period like that. 
“The biggest question people 
have is not how the jukebox 
sounds, or how much it costs, but 
whether Seeburg will be around a 
year from now. The answer is une- 
quivocally yes, we’re in this for the 
long haul. We’re not into flash. 
We're going to provide a quality 
product that will make money for 
distributors and their operators; 
that’s the only way to come back. 
I’m confident that there are 
enough new customers out there, 
as well as people who remember 
the industry-leading Seeburg and

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are willing to give us an honest 
chance, that we will once again be 
a force in this industry.” 

One who is willing to give 
Seeburg another chance is Manley 
Lawson of Lawson Music Co. in 
Winter Haven, Fla., whose com- 
pany will distribute Seeburg 
jukeboxes in the state. 


“Actually, I’ve always been a 
supporter of Seeburg,” he said. 
“Anybody with a sense of nostalgia 
has to have a soft spot in their 
heart for Seeburg. They were the 
industry's innovator, the Cadillac. 
Look at CD jukeboxes; Seeburg 
was the one that pulled the other 
manufacturers into CD. Their pro- 
blem was strictly with the 
marketing, not with the machines. 
They tried to sell direct to 
operators, and they had a financ- 
ing program that was poor. The 
customers weren't screened; they 
turned out to be weak customers 
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streamlined appearance.

business. Seeburg suffered as a 
result. But I think they’re on the 
right track again. The Skyline 
shows that Seeburg still makes the 
best-sounding jukebox.”’ 

The Skyline, which went into pro- 
duction in late August, features a 
60-disc Sony player, an array of 
multi-colored lights that pulsate to 
the beat of the music, an improved 
album-selection slide assembly, 
and newly designed title strips that 
allow the customer to read 30 titles 
and artists without touching the 
jukebox (a flip of the title page 
group reveals the other 30 titles /ar- 
tists). Mobile Record Service, 
represented at the Seeburg 
meeting by Ted Howell, was in-

intendo came to the American 
shores just 10 years ago, 
marketing its coin-op games to a 
video game-hungry public. It won 
over many loyal fans with hits like 
Donkey Kong, Mario Bros., VS 
System, and Punch Out!. 
Although the coin-op games from 


this Japanese-based company 
made indelible marks on the coin- 
op industry, it was Nintendo's 
overwhelming success in the con- 
sumer market that made ita 
household word. As its success 
blossomed in the home arena, its 
coin-op division scaled back, focus- 


ing on one major product— 
PlayChoice. The company regular- 
ly introduced new, exciting games 
for this system. Just last year, 
Nintendo introduced a more 
technologically advanced Super 
System with plans to make it the 
focus product. 
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Just prior to its distributor 
meeting in late July, the industry 
was surprised when virtually all of 
the coin-op sales people left the 
company and Nintendo declared a 
cutback in coin-op. Rumor had it 
that Nintendo would be getting out 
of coin-op completely, but it wasn’t 
until the meeting that Howard Lin- 
coln made it official. However, he 


said that Nintendo's roots were in 
coin-op and the company wouldn't 
forget that. Nintendo will still sup- 
port its existing units with parts 
and new game packs in an agree- 
ment with Ocean of America. 
Although Lincoln admitted that 
coin-op hasn't been very profitable, 
he was quick to add that Nintendo 
will still keep an open mind.

nfortunately, choosing which 

redemption game or games to 
purchase for your game center is 
not easy. Just looking at a game 
will not tell you if the “gun” that 
shoots the balls is made out of a 
Christmas paper wrapping tube, 
or if the cabinet will crumble if a 
player pushes the coin reject but- 
ton too hard! 

These things are a must to look 
for when purchasing a game. A 
redemption game should be made 
to last in excess of five years. In 
order to make a knowledgeable 
purchase, you need to go to the in- 
dustry trade shows, request 
brochures from the many different 
manufacturers, and visit other 
redemption game centers. 

Since redemption is a hot item, a 
lot of fly-by-night companies are 
producing games by the truckload. 
Look at the track record of the 
redemption game manufacturer. 
Is this their first attempt at 
redemption? Were there other 
redemption games, and were they 
dogs? Did they make F-14 aircraft 
before redemption was so big? 

Stick with established redemp- 
tion game manufacturers. They 
are all sure bets when it comes to

service, parts, and overall quality. 
If you do decide to go with a dif- 
ferent company, check them out. 
You want them around five years 
from now, when you'll need parts 
and service. 

When you do go to a trade show 
or redemption game showroom, do 
some snooping. Poke around, ask 
questions. If a redemption game 
company will not show you the in- 
side of a game, put the game and 
the company at the bottom of your 
game purchasing list. They must 


have something to hide! 

Play a game on your future pur- 
chase, at a trade show, or at a 
distributor’s showroom. Don’t just 
go by what is said to you by the 
sales person. Is the game fun? Do 
you want to play it again? Does it 
fit in with your clientele—not too 
cute or too tough? 

Unlike video games, redemption 
games have moving parts, which 
could translate into a major 
headache if some exotic parts are 


used. Ask which spare parts 
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should be stocked. If the sales per- 
son says, ‘Oh, you don’t need any 
spare parts for this game,” put that 
company and the game at the bot- 
tom of your purchasing list (right 
before the company that won’t 
show you the inside of their game!). 

Ticket settings are also an impor- 
tant feature of any redemption 
game. One or two settings for 


tickets just doesn’t cut it. Look at 
the manual for the game, turn to 
the page with the ticket settings, 
and check them out. A good full 
page of ticket settings are what 
you will need to satisfy you and 
your customers. If the redemption 
game company doesn’t have a 
manual, or if they are “working on 
it,” it’s bottom-of-the-list time.

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When you do get to peek inside of 
a game, remember to take a 
flashlight with you. Looking into a 
dark redemption game is no fun, 
since you can't see the midget that 
comes with each game to dispense 
the tickets! 


When you do decide on a 
redemption game, find out if you 
need rear access. If you do, take 
that into account for the space 
needed for your new purchase. 
Youdon't want to move aredemp- 
tion game just to service it. Some 
redemption games weigh over 500 
pounds—and don’t have wheels! 

Does the redemption game re- 
quire an air compressor? If it does, 
is one included in the purchase 
price? Is the compressor inside the 
game cabinet? Will it wake the 
dead when it’s turned on? If you 
already have games that use com- 
pressed air, will you have to 
upgrade your compressor to ac- 
commodate your new games? This 
will all be a factor if you purchase 
one, two, or 20 games. 

More questions: how easy is it to 
refill the ticket bin with tickets? Do 
you get the ticket bin that holds the 
usual 2,000 tickets or go with the 
deluxe bin, which holds 4,000 
tickets? Does the game have a 
“ticket low” light on the front of the 
game, or do you have to guess 
when the games is running low? 

Is the game metered? Does it 
have both coin in and tickets- 
dispensed (mechanical or elec- 
tronic) meters? Are the volume 
control and the game adjustments 
accessible from inside the coin 
door, or do you have to move the 
game to adjust the sound volume 
andgame dip switches? Depend- 
ing on which company you pur- 
chase your redemption games 
from, they might be able to accom- 
modate you with customized 
graphics or sound. 

The lesson: any game purchase 
should be an educated one, 
whether it be redemption, video, or 
pinball. CL)

utting aside pinball, redemp- 

tion is my favorite topic when 
it comes to the amusement in- 
dustry. I’ve been involved with 
redemption games for more than 
20 years and I'm glad to see that 
this segment continues to grow. It 
is now to the point that I don’t want 
to supply games to any arcades 
unless redemption games are in 
the mix. 

Several months ago I decided it 
was the right time to form a 
redemption standardization com- 
mittee for AMOA/AAMA. I wrote 





35 letters, one to each of the 
established redemption manufac- 
turers and distributors, and asked 
them to become part of this com- 
mittee. 

Two days later I received a call 
from Doyle & Associates’ Skip 
Doyle, who volunteered to co-chair 
the committee. Within two weeks I 
received 30 positive answers; just 
about all the manufacturers of 
redemption equipment wanted to 
participate. We met in San An- 
tonio, Texas, at the American Coin 
Machine Exposition, and adopted 
several standards. 

Redemption is one part of our 
equipment mix that will make 
money for many years to come. If 
you buy the right games, take the 
time to select merchandise your 
customers currently desire, and set 
your games to pay out a fair 
amount of tickets, you will most 
likely be successful. Fiber optics 
may hurt our video market in the 
next few years but the baby bells 
can't provide redemption games! 


Reasons to procrastinate 
Many operators are still hesitant 
to purchase their first redemption 
game. They feel that a large arcade 
is the only place where redemption

can be successful. This is not the 
case. Redemption games are so 
good today that they attract allage 
groups and will make money 
anywhere there are people anda 
place to redeem tickets for 
something of value to the 
customer. 

How to set up a redemption 
center is also a concern for those 
who don't realize it’s easier than 
they think. It’s true that many loca- 
tions simply don't have the people 
or the time to bother with redeem- 
ing tickets. Sometimes it takes a lit- 
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tle bit of work on the operator’s 
part to convince locations it’s in 
their best interest to have redemp- 
tion games, since the games not on- 
ly earn well but encourage repeat 
business. 

One location’s story 

Here is a story of how redemp- 
tion was introduced to one of my 
locations that had 35 video and pin- 
ball games but was dead set 
against redemption. The location 
did not want to either set up a 
redemption counter or give away 
prizes, as it was considered com- 
petition with the gift shop opera- 
tion. 

I suggested the idea of installing 
signs that informed customers that 
25 tickets (one point each) could be 
redeemed for one game token. I set 
the games to award, on average, 
six tickets per 25-cent (token) play, 
with a maximum of eight tickets for 
the highest scores on any one 


game. I started with four games: 
Bozo Basketball, Skee-Toss B.C., 
Hungry Hungry Hippos, and 
Cracky Crab. Green tokens were 
awarded for 25 tickets. 

The location staff doesn’t have 
time to watch the games carefully, 
so I made the assumption that 
some teenagers (and some adults) 
would naturally score the max- 
imum on a game (called cheating, 
as in reaching up and dropping all 
the Skee-Toss B.C. balls in the 
50-point hole). This is why an eight 
ticket maximum is important. 

Last week these four redemption 
games grossed over $2,500 with a 
16 percent payout, based on tokens 
redeemed. The location now has 
eight redemption games and 
wants more. Many of the green 
tokens end up in video and pinball 
games as well.

point, I have experimented with 
most of the new redemption games 
and would like to pass on a list of 
the ones that are my big earners 
and don’t take up much space. The 
four games mentioned already 
would be part of any redemption 
area that Icurrently set up. Here is 
my list, all based on my company’s 
test reports. In my opinion, these 
games will hold their value and 
make excellent choices for the 


street operator starting in 
redemption. 

Pushers (Betson, Coastal, Coin 
Concepts) 


Sonic Blast Man (this doesn’t 
even need tickets; it’s a great video; 
may not suit certain quiet-type 
locations) 

Mini basketball (Doyle, Design 
Plus, Coin Concepts, Smart, for 
kids and adults) 

Pop-A-Slot (Coastal) 

Cracky Crab (Namco, for kids 
and adults) 

Wacky Gator (Data East, for kids 
and adults) 

Hungry Hungry Hippos (ICE, for 
kids) 

Rock-N-Bowl (Bromley) 

Feed Big Bertha (Smart, for kids 
and adults) 

Mini-alley bowlers (Betson/Skee- 
Ball, Coin Concepts, for kids and 
adults) 

Bozo Grand Prize Game (Exit 
Entertainment, for kids) 

I purposely didn’t mention many 
other great redemption games 
because they are either larger or 
would be added in locations where 
much more variety is required. 
Manufacturers supplying these 
games include Doyle & Associates, 
Smart Industries, Bob’s Space 
Racers, Bullseye Marketing, 
Meltec, Vari-Tech, Seidel, National 
Sports Games, and Lazer-Tron, 
among others. 

I hope this information will en- 
courage some of you to get into 
redemption. If you don’t jump in 
now, you'll be sorry later. As 
always, keep cranking. (1
